Fear This City Would Pay 
lAesirly For Supply If 
Ihisis For Settlement Of 
Piisadena Suit Is Adopted 

Believing that It may have the 
effect cither of forcing Sierra 
Madre to pay Pasadena for the 
water it takes out of its under¬ 
ground water supply or spend a 
huge sum by joining the Metro¬ 
politan Water District, local resi¬ 
dents who have carefuhy watched 
progress of Pasadena’s water suit 
against this and many other 
cities were concerned yesterday 
lest a proposed agreement to end 
the litigation announced yester¬ 
day should be accepted. 

The projKjsed basis for settle¬ 
ment was drawn by a committee 
of seven persons representing 
communities and companies using 
water from the Raymond basin. 
Kenneth K. Wright is its chair¬ 
man. Since the Pasadena suit to 
curtail the supply of this and 
other cities assumes that Pasa¬ 
dena is entitled to use of prac¬ 
tically all the water in the Ray¬ 
mond bisin, an explanation of 
the committee of seven’s plan by 
its chairman is taken to mean 
that, since Pasadena now nas 
Metropolitan District water and 
does not require water from the 
basin, it should be paid for not 
taking out the water used by this 
and other cities. The apparent al¬ 
ternative, it Is believed, would be 
to join the Water District at 
enormous cost for a city such tis 
this. 

In his explanation of the pro¬ 
posed agreement, Mr. Wright 
said: 

"It is proposed that those who 
have available sources of water 
outside the basin shall release 
their rights to pump water in the 
basin so as to render such waters 
available to those who have an 
insufficient supply . . .

Many Units Woefully Un¬

Enrollment of approximately 
500 more persons will be required 
to complete Sierra Madre’s civil¬ 
ian defense organization, it was 
revealed by its officers yesterday.

“On the blackout signal the 
control board becomes the nerve 
center of the entire community, 
receiving reports from air raid 
wardens or other field personnel, 
and in turn dispatching all ser¬ 
vice equipment as needed. 

“Because it is of the utmost 
importance that telephone lines 
be left open, we are urgently re¬ 
questing that no unnecessary cAlls 
be made during blackouts.”

Important Branch Of 
Civilian Defense Organiza¬ 
tion Still Needs Many Men 

With many persons now quali¬ 
fying for membership by taking 
the advanced First Aid training 
j'et to be drawn upon, the Emer¬ 
gency Medical Corps of the city’s 
Civilian Defense organization is 
growing rapidly, has trained 
faithfully and is ready for any 
emergency, according to Dr. W. 
B. Heagerty, its chief. Since 
there has been a large enroll¬ 
ment of First Aid graduates as 
nurses, women now predominate 
in the unit. 

Dr. Heagerty announced the 
personnel of the unit last night 
as follows: 


twice that number will be neces¬ 
sary to properly do the work as¬ 
signed. Three hundred women are 
wanted besides, to serve as day¬ 
light air raid wardens. More aux¬ 
iliary firemen are needed. 

The important fire watchers 
squad has not been organized and 
should consist of at least 50 per- 
.sons. The public works unit is 
far under manned and there are 
only half as many members of 
the rescue squad as are required. 

Though the Emergency medical 
corps is well roganized there are 
many places there to fill and 
there is urgent need for more 
who have taken the advanced 
first aid classes to volunteer as 
instructors. 

“I know that when our people 
understand what is needed they 
will respond quickly,” .said Mayor 
Tom Schwartz, co-ordinator of 
the Civilian Defense Council, last 
night, "but just now the organi¬ 
zation is not sufficient to render 
the service that will be expec¬ 
ted of it if the emergency we all 
hope will not come shall arise.'

What To Do In A Gas Attack; How To 
Combat Effects And Identify The Cause 


The character of chemical or g:as attacks may be determined 
by the odor of the agency as well as by their effects. Both the 
name, odor and the effect of the various agencies are given here 
together with First Aid and other instructions, as follows: 

TEAR GAS (Chloracetophanone) Comes In solid form, smells 
like apple blossoms, makes eyes smart, shut tightly. Tears flow. 
Temporary. For protection use gas mask or get Into gas-tight 
room. First aid alter removal from gas area: face wind. Do not 
bandage. Wash eyes with cold water or boric acid solution. Lasts 
10 minutes or less. 

SNEEZE GAS (Adamsite) In solid form. Smells like coal 
smoke, causes sneezing, sick, depres.sed feeling, headache. For 
protection use gas mask or seek gas-tight rcwm. First aid: keep 
quiet and warm. Loosen clothing. Spray no.se with common nose 
sprays. Sniff bleaching powder. U.se aspirin for headache. 

LUNG IRRITANT (Chlorine) In gas form. I’ungent odor. 
Causes coughing, choaking, smarting of the eyes. Burns upper 
respiratory tract and .spasms in the throat; discomfort in chest. 
F'or protection use gas mask or .seek gas-tight room. Keep quiet 
and warm, use coffee as a stimulant, call for medical care. 

LUNG IRRITANT (Pho.sgene) Al.so a gas and smells like 
musty hay, or green corn. Causes irritation of lungs, occasional 
vomiting, tears in eyes, doped feeling. Occasionally .symptoms are 
delayed followed by later collapse. Heart Failure. For protection 
use gas mask or seek gas-tight room. Keep quiet and warm in 
bed, rest. Coffee as stimulant but no alcohol or cigarets. Medical 
care. 

BLISTER GAS (Mustard) Comes in liquid and vapor form. 
Smell.o like mustard, garlic, horseradish. Effect is delayed. Burns 
skin or membrane, inflamation of respiratory tract leading to 
pneumonia. Eye Irritation, conjunctivitis. BlLsters. Use gas mask 
and protective clothing or seek gas-tight room. Remove clothing, 
remove liquid mustard with cleaning solvent, bleach paste, or 
kerosine, bathe. Wa.sh eyes and nose With soda solution. Call for 
medical care. Effects last from ten minutes to three weeks, de¬ 
pending upon condition. 

BLISTER GAS (Lewisite) Comes in liquid and vapor form 
and smells like geraniums. Causes burning or irritation of the 
eye.s, nasal pas.sages, respiratory tract and skin. Blisters. Arsenical 
poisoning. U.se gas mask and protective clothing or seek ga.s-tight 
room. Remove clothing, remove liquid Lewisite with hydrogen 
peroxide, lye in glycerin or kero.sene. Bathe. Wash eyes and nose 
with soda. Rest. Calls for medical care. La.sts from ten minutes to 
three weeks, depending on condition. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF PROMPT AND PROPER FIR.ST 
AID FOR GAS VICTIMS CANNOT BE OVER-EMPHASIZED. 

These general instructions apply to all of the above cases: 

A. Act promptly and quietly; be calm.— B. Put a gas mask 
on the patient if gas is still present or, if the patient has a mask 
on, check to see that it is properly adjusted — C. Keep the pa¬ 
tient at absolute rest; loosen clothing to facilitate breathing. — 

D. Remove the patient to a gas free place as soon as possible. — 

E. Summon medical aid promptly; if possible, send victim to a 
hospital. — F. Do not permit the patient to smoke, as this causes 
coughing and, hence exertion. —(From O.C.D. Instructions)

Blackout Signal 

A fluctuating or undulating signal of varying pitch for 
period of two minutes duration sounded on siren, or

sirens. 


All Clear Signal 


A continuous signal of two minutes duration at a steady 
pitch .sounded on such siren, or sirens. 

Explanation of things to be done when the undulating, 
or blackout signal is sounded, is detailed elsewhere on this 
page. 


SAFEGUARDS IN CASE OP A GAS ATTACK 

Pi-epare your home by selecting an inner room or hallway, 
Mjacent to bathixxim, if possible; seal all cracks in walls and 
noor; go there during the attack, remain quiet and permit no 
fire or smoking; close all windows, doors and ventilators in the 
rest of the house and keep them closed until well after the at¬ 
tack. Act promptly on the “gas alarm." If outdoors, and in 
contact with the gas, be calm; go quietly to nearest home outsiite 
the contaminated ai'ea, ask to be allowed to remove your outer 
gaiTTients, leaving them outside, and wash well with soap and 
wann w’ater, using a solution of baking soda to bathe the eyes 
and nose; rest and get First Aid or medical care. 

Until regulai- gas masks are issued, you may make a tempor- 
^y pretection using baking soda and gauze. Ask the Red Cross 
for infoi-mation about this. 

If you keep calm and act promptly, there is no cause for 
feai- or hysteria, in a gas attack.

Your block warden is a thoroughly trained man. He is pre- 
par^ to instruct you so that you will know exactly what to do 
during an air raid. He knows how to handle incendiary bombs; 
how you should properly black-out your home and he has com¬ 
pleted a course in first aid.

IN CASE OF AN AIR RAID ALARM

Keep the lines clear for the use of your air raid warden. 

Do your part to defeat the enemy by keeping calm. You 
know what to do during an emer^ncy and you have the addi¬ 
tional security in that a trained air raid warden is on the job. 

IF YOU ARE IN YOUR CAR— Always carry blankets an(i 
pillows so that you can seek shelter and keep warm. 

IF YOUR ARE A PEDESTRIAN ON THE STREET—Seek 
shelter in some building. 


HOME EQUIPMENT 

The following items have been approved for the home first- 
aid kit by the Sierra Madre Chapter, American Red Cross— 

Dressings: two-ounce package absorbent cotton and three- 
inch compress bandage. Bandages: one- and two-inch bandages, 
and package of band aid (assorted sizes). Drugs: Rubbing 
alcohol, two percent tinctUre iodine, aromatic spirits ammonia, 
tannic acid jelly, bicarbonate of soda, bar of soap, and tube of 
boric acid oph^almic ointment Miscellaneous: s^ety pins and 
tooth picks (for applicators). Instruments: one pair scissors and 
one pidr tweezers. Appliances: hand basin, pitcher, hot water 


BLACKING OUT YOUR HOME 

You should have at least one room in your home properly 
blacked-out for use during an air raid. 

Sitting in the dark makes things seem worse than they really 
are. .Have games and books in this room. 

Some water and non-perishable food is recommended. 

Ask your block warden to inspect your black-out room. 


IF INCENDIARY BOMBS FALL 

stay away from a bomb for at least 60 seconds, while the 
igniting mixture is burning; as particles are sometimes thrown 
30 feet from a bomb. Then control the bomb as your block 
warden has instructed you to do by either the use of water or 
sand. 

Water Control 

A spray of water will make the bomb burn faster and also 
hold down fire by keeping the floor wet. Do not direct a steady 
stream of water on a bomb. This will cause a violent explosion. 

Sand Control 

Dump sand on the floor leaving some in the bucket. Use a 
flat ^ovel; cover the bomb with sand; then with the aid of a 
hoe lift the bomb onto the rest of the pile of Sand. This gets sand 
over, and under the bomb. Then shovel the entire mixture of 
sand and bomb into the bucket which has some sand in it. Use 
the handle of your shovel as a lever to carry the bucket of sand 
and burning Iwmb outside of the building. Do not attempt to 
lift the bucket handle with your bare hands as the heat of the 
bomb will bum you severly. When you dump the bomb outside 
TO sure to cover it with plenty of dirt so that the light coming 
from the burning bomb will not aid the enemy.

RIGID RULES FOR PARENTS 

Here is a special message to parents from the Sierra Madre 
Defense Council. If an air raid occurs while your children are in 
school, do not lose your head. Your locxal s(diool authorities are 
planning for the safety of your child. However, by losing your 
head you might upset those carefully laid plans. 

Do not telephone the school. Obviously, in the event of an 
air raid, the teachers will be too busy taking care of your child¬ 
ren to answer telephone calls fi-(«n hundreds of frantic parents 
Do not attempt to leave your home and go to the school. Not 
only would you endanger your own life, but you might likely jam 
the stiTOts and prevent'the fire department and the air raid 
w’ai'dens from doing their jobs. 

This is hard advice to take— But in case of an air raid, 
stay at home and look to your own safety. In this way you will 
be d(>ing your best to protect both yourself and your child in 
school. 

General instructions have been issued. Students know what 
these are: 

Headquai-tei-s, usually in the principal’s offices, have been 
designated. 

Each class and each teacher know^s just where to report. 

COOPERATE WITH YOUR BLOCK WARDEN 

Show him your buckets of sand, your flat shovel and hot, 
show him your garden hose, connected close to the house and 
long enough to reach all parts of the house and the nozzle 
fastened to it for spraying puiposes. Show him the location of 
your ladder for getting onto the roof of your house; show him 
where your gas shut-off valve is located; and wrench to use for 
this puiqxise; also your light switch. Tell him that you under¬ 
stand that these aie to be turned off only in case your house is 
^mbod, and that you also understand that the Utilities Ompany 
IS the only one who is properly qualified to turn them on again. 

Promise not to use your telephone during an air raid except 
in case of extreme emergency; because you want your block 
warden to have a clear line so that he can report to the (Control 
Center promptly. 

Report to your waixleii all old persons or invalids who may 
need special attention.
